1 .  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  thefoHowing  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

In  the  County  of  Tarrant  Slate  of  TEXAS,  containing  0-177  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  "^sion. 
prescription  or  otherwise),  for  Ihe  purpose  cf  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas.  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon  subBtances 


the  amount  of  any  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  the  number  of  gross  acres  above  specified  shall  be  deemed  correct,  whether  actually  more  or  less. 

2  This  lease  which  ia  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  5  [five)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and!  for  as  long  thereafter  as  oil  or

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shaff  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid  hydrocarbon 
separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shaU  be  25.00%  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  to  Lessor  at  the  wellhead  or  to  Lessor  s  cred.  at 
the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  m  we 
same  field  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  orevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevailing  price)  for  production*  similar!

4  All  shutnn  royalty  payments  under  this  lease  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  Lessor  or  to  Lessor's  credit  in  at  |  essors  address  above  or  its  successors,  which  shall  be 
Lessor's  depository  agent  for  receiving  payments  regardless  of  changes  in  the  ownership  of  said  land,  AI  payments  or  tenders  may  be  made  in  currency,  or  by  cneckor  by 
draft  and  such  payments  or  tenders  to  Lessor  or  to  the  depository  by  deposit  in  the  US  Mails  In  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to  the  depository  or  to  the  Lessor  at  the  last 
address  known  to  Lessee  shall  constitute  proper  payment  If  the  depositary  should  liquidate  or  be  succeeded  by  another  institution,  or  for  any  reason  fall  or  refuse  to  accept 
payment  hereunder  Lessor  shall,  at  Lessee's  request,  deliver  to  Lessee  a  proper  recordable  instrument  naming  another  institution  as  depository  agent  to  receive  payments.

In  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil.  gas  and  ether  substances  covered  hereby  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  or  unitized  herewith,  in 
primary  and/or  enhanced  recovery.  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  of  ingress  and  egress  along  with  the  right  to  conduct  such  operations  on  the  leased  premises  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  far  such  purposes,  Including  but  rat  nmrted  to  geophysical  operations,  the  drilling  of  weBs,  and  the  construction  and  use  of  roads,  canals,  pipelines, 
tanks,  water  wells,  disposal  wells.

11  Lessee's  obligations  underthls  lease,  whether  express  or  implied,  shall  be  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  any  governmental  aulhwity 
having  jurisdiction  including  restrictions  on  the  drilling  and  production  of  wells,  and  the  price  of  oil,  gas,  and  other  substances  covered  hereby.  When  drilling,  reworking, 
production  or  other  operations  are  prevented  or  delayed  by  such  laws,  rules,  regulations  or  orders,  or  by  Inability  to  obtain  necessary  permits,  equipment,  services,  material, 
water  electricity,  ruel,  access  or  easements,  or  by  fire,  flood,  adverse  weather  conditions,  war,  sabotage,  rebellion,  insurrection,  riot  strike  or  labor  drsputes.  or  by  Inability  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  market  for  production  or  failure  or  purchasers  or  carriers  to  lake  or  transport  such  production,  or  by  any  other  cause  not  reasonably  within  Lessee's 
control  this  lease  shall  not  terminate  because  of  such  prevention  or  delay,  and  at  Lessee's  option,  the  period  of  such  prevention  or  delay  shall  be  added  to  the  term  hereof. 
Lessee  shall  not  be  liable  for  breach  of  any  express  or  Implied  covenants  ol  this  lease  when  drilling,  production  or  other  operations  are  so  prevented,  delayed  or  interrupted. 

1 2.  In  the  event  that  Lessor,  during  the  primary  term  of  this  lease,  receives  a  bona  fide  offer  which  Lessor  is  willing  to  accept  from  any  party  offering  to  purchase  from 
Lessor  a  lease  covering  any  or  all  of  the  substances  covered  by  this  lease  and  covering  all  or  a  portion  of  the  land  described  herein,  with  the  lease  becoming  effective  upon 
expiration  of  this  lease  Lessor  hereby  agrees  to  notify  Lessee  in  writing  of  said  offer  immediately,  including  in  the  notice  the  name  and  address  of  the  offeror,  the  price  offered 
and  all  other  pertinent  terms  and  conditions  of  the  offer.  Lessee,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  shall  have  the  prior  and  preferred  right  and  option  to 
purchase  the  lease  or  part  thereof  or  interest  therein,  covered  by  the  offer  at  the  price  and  according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  offer. 

13  No  litigation  shall  bB  initiated  by  Lessor  with  respect  to  any  breach  or  default  by  Lessee  hereunder,  for  a  period  of  at  least  90  days  arter  Lessor  has  given  Lessee 
written  notice  fully  describing  the  breech  or  default,  and  then  only  if  Lessee  fans  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default,  within  such  period.  In  the  event  the  matter  is  litigated  and 
there  is  a  final  judicial  determination  that  a  breach  or  default  has  occurred,  this  lease  shall  not  be  forfeited  or  canceled  in  whole  or  in  part  unless  Lessee  is  given  a  reasonable 
time  after  said  judicial  determination  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  and  Lessee  fails  to  do  so.  ,_,„,_ 

14  For  the  same  consideration  recited  above,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  assigns  and  conveys  unto  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  a  perpetual  subsurface  well  bore 
easement  under  and  through  the  leased  premises  for  the  placement  of  weB  bores  (along  routes  selected  by  Lessee)  from  oil  or  gas  wefts  the  surface  locations  of  which  are 
situated  on  other  tracts  of  land  and  which  are  not  intended  to  develop  the  leased  premises  or  rands  pooled  therewith  and  from  which  Lessor  shall  have  no  nght  to  royally  or 
other  benefit.  Such  subsurface  weB  bore  easements  shaU  run  with  the  land  and  survive  any  termination  of  this  lease. 

15  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  title  conveyed  to  Lessee  hereunder,  and  agrees  that  Lessee  at  Lessee's  option  may  pay  and  discharge  any  taxes, 
mortgages  or  liens  existing  levied  or  assessed  on  or  against  the  leased  premises.  If  Lessee  exercises  such  option.  Lessee  shaU  be  subrogated  to  the  nghts  of  the  party  to 
whom  payment  is  made,  and,  In  addition  to  its  other  rights,  may  reimburse  itseif  out  of  any  royalties  or  shuWn  royalties  otherwise  payable  to  Lesser  hereunder.
